HE Author of the Pam- 
= phlet which hath given oc- 
caſion for theſe Reflections, 
is very well known by ſe- 
veral others, equally tend- 
ing to the diſturbance of the Peace both 
of Charch and State. I ſhould be loath 
to charge him with deſigning all the 
Miſchiefs that have follow'd, and may 
yet be the Conſequences of his peſti- 
lent and pernicious Writings ; but it 
muſt be a great ſtretch of Charity in- 
B * deed, 
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deed, that can ſuppoſe is can be pubs 
liſh'd with any other Purpoſe, but to 
poſſeſs People with Prejudices againſt 
their KING. A Delign molt unwor- 
thy of a good Man, much more of a 
good Clergy-man, and moſt of all of one 
who wou'd fain be eſteem'd a great 
Father and Patron of Loyalty, and 
Submiſſion to Princes. But to do the 
Doctor juſtice, I muſt own I have heard 
nothing of his Preaching againſt Rebel- 
lion, ſince his Majeſty's Acceſſion to 
the Crown; tho? there has been much 
greater occaſion for ſuch Diſcourſes 
ſince, than there was at a Time when 
we had ſcarce any thing elſe. 

But my Buſineſs, at preſent, is not 
with the Maz, but with his Book : And 
here I ſhall not trouble my ſelf with a 
nice Examination of all the Particulars 
of it ; and therefore ſhall paſs over 
what he fays by Way of Iatroduction; 


and every thing that particularly re- 
gards Mr. De11ington, and is foreign to 
the main Point. , 


d. 1. And I cannot but obſerve in the 
firit Place, that he has quite alter'd the 
State of the Cale, as it lies in Baron 
Pufjcazort ; whole Deſign ſeems plainly 

no 
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no more than this, That the Latherans 
and Calviniſts, notwithſtanding their 
different Opinions, might very reaſonably 
join in the ſame Communion ; and by 
a parity of Reaſon, it may juſtly be in- 
fer'd, that the Lutherans may maintain 
Communion with the Church of Ezz- 
land; whereas this Doctor all along in- 
timates, that a Union between Us and 
the Latherans is intended to be brought 
about, and can no otherwile be effect- 
ed, but by making ſuch Alterations in 
the Conſtitution of our Church, or 
theirs, as may render us all of one 
Judgment and Opinion. Baron Pafen- 
dorf (a) indeed docs ſpeak of the Re- 
concilement of Differences in Religion, 
by ſome ſuch Means as theſe; by per- 
{wading the Party in the Wrong, to re- 
nounce their Errors ; but then he ſays, 17 
is a thing rather to be deſir'd, than it can be 
hopea to be accompliſhed. And therefore he 
inſiſts upon it, as the molt proper, nay 
the only Expedient for procuring and con- 
tinuing the Peace of the Church, that 
on (b) both Sides, there ſbou d be an agrees 
ment in a ſolid, ſufficient, and adequate

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foundation of Faith. And that with re- 
lation to other Opinions, which do not 
come within the compaſs of the foundation 


of Faith, a Toleration ſhould be granted, 
and none ſhould form a diſtini ſeparate 


Communion for the ſake of them. This 


is the Deſign he purſues throughout 
his whole Diſcourſe ; and, I ſuppoſe, 
this is what Mr. Dorrington had in his 
View in publiſhing it a-new at this 
Time; by this Means, the former con- 
ceiv'd there might be a Union between 
the Calviniſts and the Lutherans, and the 
latter, between them and the Church 
of England. And this is fo evidently 
the Deſign of the Author and Publiſher 
of this Diicourſe, that nothing can ex- 
cuſe Dr. Bret for repreſenting it other- 
wiſe. Nor can he be imagin'd to do 
it with any other Intention, but to inſi- 
nuate Danger to the Church of England, 
from ſuch Alteratious as he Suggeſts are 
intended in the Conſtitution of it; in 
order to bring us to a greater Agree- 
ment with the Latherans : As if his 
Majeſty, inſtead of complying with the 
EftabliſÞ*d Church, was minded to 
bring that to a nearer Conformity to 
thoſe Churches, which he charges with 
holding horri4 and monſtrous Opinions.

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So that one main Deſign of the Doctor 
in this Pamphler, is the Propagating the 
Cant that was ſo much in Faſhion four 
or five Years ago, That the Church is in 
Danger, that 1s (as almoſt every Page 
of his Libel explains it) *tis in Danger 
from the Lutherans now, as it was from 
the ___ before ; and I truly be» 
lieve, from one as much as the other, 
The only Thing that gave occaſion 


for that Clamour hen, and will proba- 


bly cauſe as great a one zow, is, that 
ſuch Men as Dr. Bret are in Danger of 
miſſing Preferment; for you muſt know, 
'tis the Humour of 'em all, to think 


the Church in Danger, if they are not at 
the Head of it. 


9. 2. I cannot but take Notice in the 
next Place, that in order to inflame 
Mens Minds yet more againſt his Sacred 
Majeſty, he very induſtriouſſy Aggra- 
vates the Differences between Us and 
the Lutherans. He repreſents them not 
only as holding Opinions not approv'd 
by our Church, but as being Enemies to 
us in an extraordinary Manner; and 
entertaining Docttines ſo Monſtrous, 
as that a Perſon continuing to believe 
them, is not to be allow'd Communion 


with 
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with us. I need not Point out particu- 


lar Places for the Proof of this; the 
Reader will obſerve them in every 


Page of his Libel. 

Only 1 cannot but take Notice what 
Pains he takes, to prove that his Majeſty 
is no Chriſtian, * Here (lays he (c)) it 
may be obſerv'd by the Way, that 
it's evident that the Lutherans have 
no Biſhops ; that their Superinten- 
dents, if they have any Orders at all, 
are only meer Presbyters, and not- 
withſtanding their Superintendency, 
they do-not pretend to any thing more 
than Presbyters, and, as ſuch, claim 
the Power both of Orders and Juriſ- 
diction ; and conſequently, are as 
meer Presbyterians, as the Calviniſts 
 themſelves.— And then he comes to 
make his Inference, (and *tis a full one 
to his Purpoſe ) © The State of their 
Churches depends upon their Ordina- 
© tion; and if they have no true Orders 
among them, then can they not be 
* accounted legitimate Bodies, 7. e. 
they cannot be eſteem'd Chriſtian 
Churches or Societies. And he con- 
| cludes

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cludes what he has ſaid upon this Head 


with theſe remarkable Words, 4) This 
© ſingle Point therefore makes an Uni- 
on ͤ between Us and the Lutherans al- 
together Impracticable, and renders 

it in vain to attempt it by any other 
Means, than by convincing them (if 

poſſible) of their Errors, and per- 

{wading them to come entirely into 

our Communion. Tis no wonder 

this Man takes ſo much Pains to beget 
in the Minds of Men an ill Opinion of 
the Ring, who he does not believe is 
within the Pale of the Chriſtian Church; 
and {lily inſinuates, ought to be Rebap- 
tiæ d, before he can be ſaid to be entire- 
ly come over to our Communion : 
And this is the mere inexcuſable in him, 
in that the very ground of his Suggeſti- 
on 1s a moer Calumny, the Lutherans as 
truly having Biſhops as our ſelves; tho? 
if it were other wile, there wou'd be no 
Conſequence in his arguing that there 
can be no true Orders, becauſe there 
are no Biſhops among them, they being 
(however lawful, uſeful, and conve- 
nient) not ESSENTIAL to a 
Chri-

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Chriſtian Church ; as is own'd even 
by the Church of England it ſelf. But 
as I ſaid, the Lutherans have Biſhops 
both Name and Thing; Biſhops in che 
Kingdoms of Denmark, Norway, and 
Sweden: And Superintendents, who have 
all that is eſſential to the Order of Biſhops, 
in all other Lat heran Churches; and 
their having a Subordination of ſome 
Miniſters to others, is objected to them 


by the Calviniſtis; (e) tho the want of 


it be made ſo heinous a Fault by 
Dr; Bret, who has the Impudence (it 
can deſerve no ſofter Name) to affirm 
(J) afterwards, That the Lutherans 
are ſtride and rigid Presbyterians, and 
© have as little Agreement with the 
Doctriae and Difcipline of the Church 
of England, as the moſt Zealous Cal- 
© viniſts. And yet juſt before ( at 
Paze 41) he had own'd, that in the 
Doctrines of Grace and Predeſtination, 
'There is no Difference between Us and 


the Lutherans, Will he fay, there is none 


betwixt Us and the molt Zealous Cal- 
viniſi ? There is certainly a great differ-

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ence between theſe two Aſſertions. 
He tells us at another Place, (z) That 
© the Lat heraus are ſuch Enemies to the 
© Calviniſts, or thoſe who call them- 
© ſelves the Reform d, that they hate 
* ſuch as bad as a Turk: And that in 
© the great Church at Leipſick in Saxony, 
© they have the Pictures of the Devil, 
Ignatius Loyola, and of Johx Calvin, 
© all in one Frame, with this Inſcrip- 
tion, The three great Enemies of Chriſt, 
© and of the Chrifian Religion. And at 
Page 47, he tells us, That among the 
Calviniſts, to which they are ſuch 
deadly and irreconcileable Enemies, 
they number the ENGLIS H; which 
lets us into the Deſign of his telling 
this Story, (be it true or falſe) namely, 
That the KIN G muſt bean ENEMY 
to the Church of England. 
He gives us a Paſſage (/) from the 
excellent Mr. Hales of Eaton, to ſhew 
how improbable a thing it is, that rhe 
Lutherans can ever be brought to unite 
with the Calviniſts, upon any other 
Terms, but the Latter's renouncing 
their Principles. Mr. Hales does in- 
C deed

| deed ſeem to deſpair of any great Good 
| from thoſe he calls the Rigidi; or, as 
we may Term them, the High- Church 
Lutherans ; who, he tells us, (i) wou'd 
4 rather agree with the Church of Rome 
| than the Calviniſt. And in this they 


i are ſo much like the Doctor, that T 
1 am perſwaded, however he may make 
| ff Uſe of this Paſſage to ſerve a preſent 
4 Turn, he does not like them a jot the 

p worſe for it. But the Truth is, tho? at 


the Time Mr. Hales wrote, this might 
F be the Temper of ſome of *em, yet they 
| ſeem generally now of quite another 
| Spirit. A Hundred Years has produc'd 
Events, that have, or "ſhould have 
taught all the ſeveral Parties of the 
Reform'd Religion, the Neceſſity of u- 
nicing againſt their Common Enemies; 
leaſt, while they bite and devour one ano- 
ther, they be conſum'd one of another. 
The late Reverend, and Worthy 
Dr. Hoodward's Copy of a Letter from 
Geneva to the King of Praſſia, &c. has 
given the World an Account of the ad- 
vancing Agreement between the Luthe- 
ans and Calvuiniſts; with the great 
Steps

Steps that his Majelty, the late King of 
Pruſſia made towards it, and the mode- 
rate Sentiments, and healing Methods 
of the Churches of Geneva, Baſil, and 
others concerning it ; which ſeem to be 
very favourable Preliminaries of a hap- 
py Conclulion, thro* the Providence 
and Bleſſing of the Prince of Peace. 

I cannot but tranſcribe one Iaſtance 
which he gives us, of the healing Tem- 
per which appears both among the 
Calviniſis and Lutherans , It is, the Man- 
ner of Adminiſtration of the Lord's Sup- 
per, by the Lutherans and Calviniſts; 
uſed alternately by the Miniſters of both 
Communions in the Ring of Pruſſia's Or- 
phan-Houſe; with his Majeſty's Approbas 
ton.

His Majeſty, the King of Praſſia,

-it ; and all Moderation in theſe Things, 
can paſs for no better than baſe Neutra- 
lity, and a betraying the Cauſe of the 
Church. There cannot be a better E- 
vidence of this, than the-Oppoſition 
thoſe of them have met with, who 


have endeavour'd a Reformation both 
of ' Principles and Manners, among all 


Orders of the Clergy, as well as Lazty ; 


of which the Reader may find a full 


Account, in the Preface to a Book inti- 
tuled, Pietas Hallenſis; or, An Hiſterical 
* Narration of the Orphan- Houſe vear Hall 
in Saxony. He will there find how 


the great Promoters of that good De- 


ſign were Miſunderſtood, Miſrepre- 
ſented, Oppos'd and Vilified; and all 
+ Who Adhered to them, Reproach'd with 


the Name of Pzeriſts : For no other 
Reaſon,

Reaſon, but regarding above all other 
Things, the Practice of true ſolid Chri- 
ſtianity, and the Power of Godlineſs. 
I cannot but recite one Paſſage, as it lies 
in the Author, it is ſo juſt a Parallel 
with our own Caſe, _ | 
When the firſt Inſtruments of Pie- 
ſiſ (ſo call'd) came to be ſenſible 
* Where the Root of the Apoſtacy did 
© lie, and that the Decay of Chriſtian 
* Piety, and Corruptions both in 
* Rites and Doctrines, did Spring, 
for the moſt part, from them that 
make a gain of Godlineſs in the worſt 
© Senſe, and who climb into the Sheep- 
fold of Chriſt not by the true Door; 
© but either by the Way of meer Scho-

© Reaſon; or by Application to world-

And (as the Author ſpeaks in ano- 
ther Place) this new Name being coin'd 
for them, there was no more to do for

God, and inſtead of a lifeleſs Formality, 
ro mind the Power of Religion, was re- 
reſented as altogether Fanatical. But 
| refer the Reader to the Book it ſelf; 
where he will ſee that England is not the 


only Place in the World, that has been 


troubled with wrathful and uncharita- 


ble People, who under pretence of a 
zealous Concern for the Circumſtantials 
of Religion, do great Prejudice to ſe- 
rious Piety, 1 9 Chriſtianity. 

I obſerve theſe Things, that it ma 


not be thought the Lutherans are all 
alike, any more than our Selves; and that 


therefore what is ſaid by ſome intempe- 
rate Zealots among them, may not be 
imputed to their Whole Body. Some 
of them, no Doubt, are rigid and un- 
charitable, and have been too bitter in 
their Expreſſions againſt other Prote- 
ſtants: But this is not the Temper of 
them in general; the moſt Sober, De- 
vout, and Pious Men among them, 
pay a juſt Deference and Reſpect to 
other Churches, and Societies of Chri- 
ſtians; and in a very particular Man- 
ner, to the Church of England. Of 


this, Dr. Noodwar (&) gives us a conſi- 


derable

- derable Inſtance from a Letter ſent him 
by Mr, Jab/onski, Chaplain in Ordinary 
to the late King of Praſſia, Dated from 
> Berlin, Feb, 91, 1704. In which he tells 


him, that in the Conferences held by 
the molt approv'd Divines both in the 
Lutheran and Calvinii* Communion, 
by Order of the King of Praſſia, Their 


joint Deference to the Conſtitution of 
the Church of Ezz/and, was thought 
to be the moſt proper Means to unite 


them; being a Church which the -o/# 


Judicious of both Communions eſteem 


and reſpect, as molt agreeable to the Do- 
ctrine and Practice af the Four Firſt Cen- 


turies of Chriſtianity. There may be 
ſome perhaps, who treat us otherwiſe; 


and fo there are ſome among us, who 
treat the whole Body of Reform'd 
Churches, in but a very indifferent 
Manner; which we woud be very 
loath ſhould be taken as the Senſe of 


the Church of Exzlazd in general. 


But the Lutherans have not only given 


liberal Encomiums of the Church of 


England, but have ſhewn how ready 
they are to conform to it, as Occaſion 
has offer'd, even when nothing cou'd be 


ſuppos d to invite them to it, but a Senſe 
_ of that Duty which Chriſtians owe to

the ſeveral E#abliſhments were they 
are; ſo they be ſound in the Faith, and 
require nothing ſinful in order to Com- 
munion with them, tho? in ſome things 
of leſſer Moment, they differ from 
themſelves : Which I obſerve, becauſe 
this Dr. wou'd in his Libel intimate, 
T hat the Settlement of our Crown on 
his Majeſty, and the Royal Family, 
was the Motive of their Conforming 
againſt their Inclinations and Principles. 
My Lord Biſhop of Sarum has given us 
a remarkable Inſtance of this kind, in 
his Life of Biſhop Bedel. As he had 
& great Zeal ( /ays he) for the Purity 
of the Chriſtian Religion, in oppoſi- 
tion to the Corruptions of the Church 
of Rome; ſo he was very moderate in 
all other Matters that were not of ſuch 
importance; he was (adds he) a great 
ſupporter of Mr. Drary's Deſign of 
Reconciling the Lutherans and the 
Ca/viniſts; and as he directed him by 
many Learned and Prudent Letters, 
that he wrote to him on this Sub— 
ject, ſo he allow'd him 20. a Year 
in order to the diſcharging the ex- 
pence of that Negociation, which he 
paid punctually to his Correſpondent 
in London. And it appear'd by his

out in Felaud, that if all that were 
concern'd in that Matter, had been 
bleſt with ſuch an Underſtanding, 
and ſuch a Temper as he had, there 
had been no Reaſon to have deſpair'd 
of it. There came a Company. of 
Lutherans to Dublin, who were afraid 
of joyning in Communion with the 
Church of Jrelazd ; and when they 
were cited to anſwer for it to the 
Arch-Biſhop's Conſiſtory, they deſi- 
red ſome time might be granted them 
for conſulting their Divines in Germa- 
; and at laſt Letters were brought 
from thence concerning their Excep- 
tions to Communion with that 
Church, becauſe che preſence of Chriſt 
in the Sacrament. was not explain'd 
in ſuch a Manner as agreed with 
their Doctrine. The Arch-Bithop of 
Dublin ſent theſe to our Biſhop, that 
he might Anſwer them, and upon 
that he writ ſo learned and full an

d. 3. But I proceed to obſerve in the 
third Place, That the Differences be- 
tween the Calviniſts and Lutherans, if 
they were really as great as this Doctor 
repreſents them, are no Argument in 
the World againſt their favourable Opi- 
nion of, or uniting with us of the 
Church of England: For ( as might 
be ſhewn at large) we are not Calviniſts 
either in our Government, Doctrine, ot 
Worſhip ; but (as he himſelf tells us) 
were reform'd upon the truly Catho-

Tis true indeed, Baron Puffendorf

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tage from the right Uſe of them. And 
further, this is to be taken for grant- 
ed, That the Subſtance of the Sacra- 
ment, and what is therein exhibited 
and receiv'd, does not depend upon 
the Perſwaſion and Credulity or Be- 
lief of the Men that Uſe it; but upon 
the Diſpoſition and Appointment of 
Him that Inſtitutes it: And therefore 
neither a true nor falſe Interpretation 
of the Words of Inſtitution, can 
make that the Body and Blood of 
Chriſt is preſent in the Supper, but 
the Will, and the Veracity or Truth 
of Him that hath Inſtituted it. To 
which, theſe Words may be apply'd, 
Rom. 3. 3. Shall their Unbelief make the 
Faith of God of none effeft ? So for In- 
ſtance, If any unknown fort of Meat 
or Drink be given any Man, tho' he 
ſhou'd entertain a Belief it is other- 
wiſe than it truly is; yet is not that 
Meat or Drink thereupon alter'd or 
chang'd; and the Man does not re- 
ceive that which he perſwades him- 
ſelf he receives, but that which is 
offer'd to him by his Entertainer. So 
tho' it ſignifies much towards the 
Fruit of this Sacrament, with what

Perſwaſion a Man comes to partake 
of it; yet that Perſwaſion, whether 
too large or too narrow, does not 
change the Subſtance of the Sacra- 
ment. From whence it follows, that 
they who receive this Sacrament

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Chriſtian to join in. But I ſhall not 
enter into the Detail of theſe, it being 
lately done in another Diſcourſe; which 


ſhews the Agreement of the Lutheran 
Church, with the Church of Exgland, 
from the Publick Confeſſions of both 
Churches ; to which I therefore refer 
the Reader: Who will there alſo find 
how much Dr. Bret has miſrepreſented 
them, in ſeveral inſtances not taken 
Notice of here. 

Thus have I taken a View of this 
Pamphlet, and therein of the Lutheran 
Principles. I have not gone about to 
defend all of them as true, but ſuch 
as are not, at the worlt, fundamental Er- 
rors ; and therefore ought not to be 
any Bar to their Communion with Vs ; 
for, (whatever this Man inſinuates in 
order to create Jealouſies of his Majeſty) 
there can be no thoughts of or joyn- 
ing with them ; unleſs Providence 
brings us where they are the Eftabliſh- 
ment; in which Caſe, it is undoubtedly 
our Duty. 

If Men were not poſleſs'd with a

the beſt Part of the reform'd Religion; 
and ſuch as came neareſt to the Church 
of England, in Doctrine, Diſcipline, 
and Worſhip. Their Superintendents 


are very like, and have all that is of 
the Eſſence of our Biſhops ; their Doctrine 
is the very /ame in almoſt all Points, 
but that of the Sacrament ; their pub- 
lick Worſhip is perform'd by a ſtated 
Liturgy; and if they have ſome few 
Ceremonies, which we are without, 
they may be ealily forgiven by Men 
who have always appear'd more zealous 
for Ceremonies, than the very Eſſentials 
of Chriſtianity. And I dare fay, if it 

ere not to ſerve their wicked Purpo- 
2 of alienating Mens Minds from his 


molt Sacred Majeſty, theſe very Things, 


zaſtead of being repreſented as Blemiſh- 
er, wou'd have been made the great 


. Draaments of their Communion. But 


Whatever the Lutherans have peculiar 
to themſelves, there they are like to 
continue ; his Majeſty knowing very 
well, that all particular Churches have 
à Power to ordain their own Rites and 
Ceremonies ; and that *cis the Duty of 


Every one, to take them as they find 
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them; the Unity of Chriftians not 


lying in the ſame Circumſtantials of Re- 
gion ; but in maintaining the Unity 
ot the Faith, in the Bond of Peace. 


POSTSCRIPT. 
Hat what IT have affirm'd of the 

Lutheran Church- Government, 
may appear inconteſtably true; and 
that Dr. Bret may be render'd without 
Excuſe, when he ſays they are as Rigid 
Presbyteriansas the Catviniſtsthemſelves; 
I thought it proper to produce Dr, 
Hey/ins Account of the Matter, tho 
to all intelligent Perſons, it is perfectly 
needleſs, nothing being better known 
by them, than that there are as truly 
Biſhops in Sweden, Denmark, and Nor.

as before it was, by Archbiſhops and

. Religion) yet he ſubſtituted others in

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nient Maintenance, with Power of 
Preſidence in all Church-Aſſemblies, 
where they are to take the Advice of 
other Presbyters along with them ; and 
out of ſuch Aſſemblies to receive Com- 
plaints, to provide remedy againſt 
Scandals, and to order all Matters, as 
peculiar Inſpectors, which concern the 
Church. 

So that in all the King's Dominions, 
there are two Archbiſhops and thir- 
teen Biſhops; that is to ſay, the Arche. 
biſhop. of Landen, the Biſhops of 
Roſchilt, Odenſee, Ripen, Wiborch, Ar- 
thuſen, Sleſwick, and Handerſieve, for 
the Kingdom of Denmark ; the Arch- 
biſhop of Midroſia, the Biſhops of 
Bergen, Anſlo, Staffanger, and Hammar, 
for the Realm of Norway; and the 
Biſhops of Halar, and Scathelr, for the 
Iſle of Heland. 

Sweden was reform'd according to the 
Aaguſtan Confeſſion, (6) in the time of 
Geſtavus Ericus, ſolicited thereto by 
one Peter Nevicus a Latheran Divine, 
and Laurence the Arch-Deacon af 
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5 Strengnes; but chiefly mov'd (as others 
ſay) by a deſire to appropriate to him- 
ſelf the goods of the Church; and this 


appears to have had ſome ſtrong in- 


fluence upon him in it, in that he ſeiz d 


upon what he pleas d, and made a Law, 
that Biſhops ſhould enjoy no more 


than the King thought fit; yet having 


Fe well leſſen'd their Revenues, 


he was content they ſhould remain as 


formerly both in Power and Number, re- 
ferving to himſelf and his Succeſſors 
the Nomination of the Perſons ; but 
Jo, as the Approbation of the Clergy

along with the King's Appointment.

As for the Au- 
thority of theſe Biſhops, they {till retain 
their Voice in Parliament, and with 
them ſo many of the Inferior Clergy as 
are from Socken (a certain Number of 
Pariſhesilike our Raral Deaneries) depu- 
ted to appear there in the Name of the 
Church: The Affairs whereof the 
Biſhops do direct and order as well 
in, as out of publick Meetings, accord- 
ing to the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitutions 
formerly Eftabliſh'd ; and if any great 
Occaſion be, they may either adviſe 
with their Conſiſtorials, or call a Dioceſan 
Synod, (as they think moſt meet) and 
therein make ſuch Laws and Canons as 
they conceive to be moſt proper for their 
own Edification. Norway has the ſame 
Form of Church Government; (c) 
having one Arch-Biſhop, aad four 
Biſhops, of the ſame Power, Juriſdiai-

are goyern'd by Saperintendents, For 
at the Reforma ion they divided the E- 
iſcopal unction from the Revenues ;

younger Princes, with the Title of 
K orc of ſuch a Biſhoprick ; the 
Function or Juriſdiction to ſome of the 
more Eminent Clergy, with the Title 
of a Superpntendent, aſſigning to them a 
Priority both of Place and Power be- 
fore other, Miniſters, which they enjoy 


for term of Life, together with ſome 


liberal Maintenance in proportion to it. 
In other things, as Order, Habit, and 
Title of Dignity, they differ not at all 
from other Miniſters, And over them, 
in the Place of Arch-Biſhops, they have 
their General Superintendents ; all of 


them of each ſort, accountable to the 


ſupreme Eccleſiaſtical Conſfitory (as fore 
merly to the Provincial or National Sy- 
nod) made up of Councellors of State, 
and Heads of the Clergy.
